Tl)o school bill Is still to be consid- 
ered In the senate, having been pre- 
sented there by Senator Samlnettl, but 
there is little expectation that tho 
mcasuro will bo approved when 
brought up. 

"I am liighly pleased," said Gover- 
nor GUlett. "The oast has been deeply 
concerned In the measure pending here 
and I feared that If the antl- Japanese 
legislation were pressed at this timo 
it would have a disastrous effect."

SERIES OF CEREMONIES 



King Edward the First Foreign 
IVlonarch to Be Guest of 
Municipality 



Berlin, Fob. 10. — Great weight Is lent 
to the political signillcance of King 
Edward's visit in consequence of the 
extended private conferonco which Sir 
Charles Hardlngo had this /afternoon 
with Prince Von Buolow. The subjects 
under discussion Imvo not been made 
public, but tho fact that tlie Under 
Secretary of thtj Foreign OlUce was 
closeted with the Chantieilor is regard- 
ed here as highly important, becaso -It 
indicates that the royal visit ,is not al- 
together a visit of courtesy. 

The King sent to Chancellor "Von 
Buelow a pair of ■ Jiiagnlllcent bronze 
busts of himself and tho Queen. 

During the course of tho afternoon, 
tho King and Queen visited the Em- 
press Frederick memorial house, after 
Which tho King, who Is displaying tho 
greatest Interest In tho growth of Ber- 
lin sinco his last visit, undertook a 
long auto trip through several dls- 
trlcta'tof ithe city, ■ 

■The Emperor and King and Empress 
and Queen took part in a brilliant 
court ball In tho "White Salon of tho 
palace tonight. The Imperial Princes 
and. Chancellor and Princess Von Bue- 
low, ^the' members o£ the Prussian cab- 
lnct,Vwlt}i . their., wlyes And; diplomatic 
repreBehtatlves.^j.'thei.i. leading military 
ofllclals and -Jiriariyj prominent In civil 
life' were present/ - The Emperor wore 
the- uniform of the Prussian Hussars. 
The costume of > the Empress was 
white, while that' of the Queen was 
pale yellow silk, trimmed with gold. 
Dancing was continued until an early 
hour in the morning. 

King Edward today enjoyed the' dis- 
tinction of being the first forelgn'mon;^ 
arch who has over been the giies't of 
the Berlin municipality. 
..After tho ceremonloa at the town 
hall, • His ' Majesty proceeded to tho 
British embassy, whore tho ambassa- 
dor. Sir "\V. GoHChen, gave a 'luncheon 
In his honor, Previous to the repast 
His Majesty received a deputation 
from the British colony in Berlin to 
present him with an address. The 
King made an important speech, which 
ho road from a manuscript. Ho said, 
among other things: 

"The hearty and enthusiastic wel- 
come which the Queen and I have met 
with In Berlin will surely find a grate- 
ful echo amongst my people on tho 
other shore of tho North Sea, and It 
will conduce to a consolidation of tho 
friendly fooling between them and tho 
Gorman people, for whoso culture and 
progress In the realms of art and music 
we all have a sincere and warm ad-, 
miration. You, who reside in this flno 
capital, can do much to convince tho 
Germans of tho sincerity of our friend- 
ship toward them." 

Her Majesty the Queen also was 
present at the luncheon and tho guests 
Included, Chancellor "Von Buelow and 
hls.'wlfe, F<)relgm Secretary Von Schoen 
and all the foreign ambassadors In 
Berlin. 



SPAIN WAS AFRAID 
OF ATTACK BY U. S. 

Correspondence.' Makes Plain 
the neason For Surrender 
in Cuba 



Jladrld, Feb. 10. — Following the pub- 
lication of certain cablegrams exchang- 
ed between the Spanish government 
at Madrid and General Blanco at Ha- 
vana, relative to tho surrender of Cuba 
to tho United States in 1898, It Is now 
claimed that tho fear of an American 
attack upon tlio» coast of Spain and ;i 
subsequent revolution in this countr.v 
was the olliclal reason for Premier 
Sagasta's dccl.sion to make peace with 
the United Slates. Jloroover, this de- 
cision was reached before the negotia- 
tions for the surrender of Santiago 
wero concluded. 

These facts are disclosed by tho fur- 
ther publication of tho correspondence 
between General Blanco and Premier 
Sagasta at the Instigation of Blanco 
as a defence against the , charge of 
cowardice made agalhat the Spanish 
army in Cuba by a Catalonlan deputy. 

A despatch rocolved by the Spanish 
government on July 8, 1808,' from Gon- 
oral Blanco, insisted that tho army, 
although crippled by the loss of Cor- 
vera's ftect, was ready and anxious to 
continue the war, but both. the minis- 
ter of war and Premier Sagasta replied 
on July 12 that as the Amdricfinis wero 
masters of the, sea, and. wore' preparing 
to attack tho Balearic Islands and tlio 
Spanish coast, which would bo certain 
to produce an uprising In tho Interior, 
peace was Imperative. General Blanco, 
protesting to the last, finally agreed to 
surrender. • , v

Progress of Work During Past 
Year and Prospects For 
Futur^ Discussed 



Gratifying progress is being mado m 
the fight underway against tuberculo- 
sis in British Columbia and that It Is 
intended during tho pr"6aent year to 
materially augment tho facilities foi' 
handling ccnsumptlvcs at tho Tran- 
quillo Sanltarlub wore two of tho most 
important points arising out of the 
annual meeting of the subscribers and 
the governors of tho anti-tuberculosla 
asyociatlon which took place last ev- 
ening at tho city hall. His Wc^rshlp 
Mayor Hall occupied tho chair during 
tho earlier part of tho proceedings, 
and on his retiring to attend another 
gathering, Rev, W, Leslie Clay presid- 
ed. Among those In attendance were 
tho following: Mrs, B. Tye, Mrs. P. 
Fortune, Kamloops; Mrs. Fagan, Mrs. 
Coles, Mrs. Ross, of Vancouver; Mrs. 
Morioy, Mrs. Munn, Mrs. Wllkerson, 
Mrs. Janion, Mrs. J. T. Phelan, o£ 
Vancouver; R. E. Brett, F. G. Quick, 
A. J. C. Galletly, A. Planta, of Na- 
nalmo; James 13.

City; Dr. Fagan, Dr. Haseil, Dr. Irv- 
ing, medical superintendent of tho 
Banltarium and "^V. W. Shaw, of the 
same Institution.

|-Immedlatply ther^affer'iftiiei gover- 
hoTs of" the' organization, ' which in- 
cludes representatives from tho differ- 
ent provincial centres where there are 
antl-tuberculosis auxiliaries at work, 
convened. The Initial buislness taken 
iip was the i-eoeptlon or tho report of 
the directors of 1908. In part. It fol- 
lows: 

The board of directors beg to pro- 
sent tholr report for the year 1908 to ■ 
tho governors and subscribers. 

There were five meetlngy held dur- 
ing the past year. At each meeting 
reports .were submitted from tho dif- 
ferent sub commlttebs, - and Instruc- 
tions and authority was . Issued as to 
proposed undertakings. The follow- 
ing Is' a' summary of tho work done::

Accounts. 

Tho board has given groat attention 
to tlio question of handling accounts. 
Many suggestions were made and a 
system which tho board considers 
simple and practical Is now In force. 
Telephone. 

After considerable difficulty and de- 
lay a telephone system has been In-' 
stalled between Kamloops and Tran- 
fiullle. A ten year agreement ' as to 
tho working of tho system has been 
signed by tho Telephone company and 
our Society. The agreement Is based 
on business principles and the Tele- 
phone company wero generous In their 
terms. Up to date tho system Is 
working to tho satisfaction of all. 
Motor Boat. 

A motor boat was purchased for 
$700. It Is In the charge of Mr. Shaw, 
our farm manager, and has proved 
to bo very useful. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway com- 
pany havo generously constructed , a 
■siding near Tranqulll station at which 
our lumber, coal, and other heavy ar- 
ticles arc deposited. By means of a 
chute all suoli heavy articles aro 
transhipped to a small hargo and tak- 
en across tho lako, by tho motor boat, 
to the sanitarium. Tho work dono 
thia ynnr lias more than repaid the 
society for tho expense of this boat. 

On the 1st of anuary last year 
there wore •sixteen pationta at Tran- 
qullle. This number taxed our accom- 
modation to tho utmo-Jt and just 
as soon as conditions pormlttod, six 
cottages wjsro built, v^hlch enabled us 
to accommodate thirty patients. 

The handling of thirty patients with 
very limited kitchen and dining room 
accommodation necessitated the doubl- 
ing of work in serving meals. This dif- 
ficulty will be ; fully realized when It

Report of Committoo

Gentlemen: Your committee on trade 
and commerce, beg to report upon tho 
accompanying circular letter from tho 
department of trade and commerce, 
Ottawa, aakink;for suggestions fori In- 
creasing the; expbrt'tradei'^o£r:.Canada, ■ 

Lumber' and coal— In'our.-b'plnloh' the 
Dominion government should endeavor 
to nepotlato such treaties as' will ad- 
mit the entry of Canadian lumber and 
co.T.l Into foreign countries, on more 
favorable terms, and In this connec- 
tion would point out that while lum- 
ber from the United States Is ad- 
mitted Into Canada free of duty, lum- 
ber from Canada entering United 
States Is taxed ?2 per thousand. 

Iron — Large bodies, of hlsh grade 
iron ore in close proximity to tho 
necessary fluxes and fucP are known 
to exist on this coast and the Do- 
minion government should assist in 
bringing these to tho .attention of 
capitalists and offer such Inducements 
as win result In the establishment of 
iron works on tho Paclflc-'coaHt. • 

Sealing Industry— Tho sealing Indus- 
try Is seriously hampered by restric- 
tions to Canada scalers, which do not 
apply to sealcr.s operating from Japan. 
The Dominion government should have 
equality of rigiiis restored' to tho seal- 
ers from our ports. 

Deep sea fisheries — Tho waters on 
tho Canadian Pacific, coast contain an 
enormous wealth of .food fishes,, tho 
halibut Industry being operated almost 
entirely by United States enterprise. 
In tho opinion of your committee this 
In to some extent due to tho Inade- 
quate protection to tho fl.shlng banks 
and Illegal use of Canadian ports for 
cleaning the fish, rendered possible 
through tho Insufficiency of fishing 
protection cruisers. 

^Vheat shipments — With the enor- 
mous Increase of areas which arc being 
brought under wheat cultivation now 
outlets for the early marketing of tho 
crops should be provided for. The 
Pacific coast miist therefore be looked 
to, and In view .of tho opening of tho 
Panama canal, Immediate steps should 
be taken for the construction of tho 
railway by way of Yellow Head pass, 
Bute inlet and porta on Vancouver 
l.-iland. as recommended by the royal 
commlsHlon on transportation in the 
yo.Tr 1905. 

Statistics— We bog to call attention 
to the trade ami navigation tables 
which .lome years ago wcro curtailed 
by. omitting particulars of the lmi)ortK 
into'' the ', different provlnce.i. Your 
commltteo ' consider this Information 
very valuable and recommend that the 
department be asked to furnish it as 
was done in previous years.

Tlie improvements on the 'E.:,*; 
railway road-bed are proceeding^aTpaco. 
Some weeks ago the work of cutting 
away tho bank at M'augh Creek by 
hydraulic process was commenced and 
already It is practically finished. The 
reason that It was undertaken was be- 
cause of the annoying frequency of the 
wash-outs at that i)Olnt. The loose clay 
and gravel of tlio bank was easily dis- 
located by tho heavy rains and wind, 
the result being that quite often tho 
passenger and Irolglit trains found the 
right-of-way obseructcd by three or 
four foot of mud wlilch took some 
liours to clear.

I have indeed a pei-sonni In- 
terest in the occasion, for fifty years 
ago there was only one Protestant 
congregation in thl.y city and of this 
I was the pastor. Struggling with a 
work which I was poworle-ss to over- 
take, It was with feelings of unfeign- 
ed Joy and relief that 1 welcomed 
with the right hand of fellowship the 
airlval of the me.<;scng('rs of your body 
to preach the Go.spel of Christ cruci- 
fied, In a land teeming with seekers 
after gold. With this devoted band of 
missionaries I had much fr.-iternal in- 
tercourae, of whom my esteemed friend 
and brother. Dr. Rotison. is, I think, 
the only survivor. Besides this It has 
pleased God to spare me to become \ 
acquainted with each minister who in 
succession became pastor of your con- 
gregation. I will not now engage in a 
recital of reminiscences which can add 
llttlo to the general sense of the im- 
portant part which your denomination 
has taken in the up-bulldlng of this 
city. I would rather ask you kindly 
to consider this effort to put In 
writing a thought uppermost in my 
mind in connection with the great 
work of preaching .the gospel .to our 
fellow men. There Is a cry for, unity 
amon? Christians throughout, all 
Clirlstian lands and while the organ- 
ized union of churches as far as I am 
aware has not been n live question 
here, we hear much about it from 
parts beyond, but I have heard of no 
proposal for imity among tho visible 
churches without some sacrifice of 
truth. Are we, then, to suppose that 
our Lord's prayer was in vain when 
he prayed that all believers not only 
while ho was on earth but who should 
afterwards believe In his name should 
be one, even as ho and his father 
were one. That such oneness of God's 
people was not an impossibility I need 
but to remind you of tiie apostle's In- 
struction to believers in his tiwie, that 
they should '/ endeavor «» keep tho 
unity of the spirit, In the bond of 
peace, saying, there is one Lord Christ, 
head over all things to tho church, 
one faith even in Christ crucified, ono 
spirit whose olllco it ever is to teach 
and glorify the truth as In Jesus, 
that unimpeded by denominational dif- 
ferences the evangelical bodies have 
worked together in the Interests of tho 
common faith and what but this has 
brought us together today, we, of other 
denominations who join with you in 
unfeigned thanks for the work which 
God has done by you In the city and 
province, are actuated by the same en- 
deavor to iceej) the unity of tho spirit. 
Why should not such accasions be 
more frequent? Tlie evangelical al- 
liance has iin annual gathering from 
all parts of the world of thoso who 
are endeavoring to keep the unity of 
the spirit. Why should it not bo done 
in more limited spheres, even as the 
new contur.v was ushered In by such 
a gathering In this city. 

Pnaylng that the Cod of all grace 
who has knit together his elect In ono 
communion and fellowship, in tho 
mystical body of his Son Increase the 
desire for spiritual ..unity, and ;,prosper 
our endeavors to keep-'the same|lrijttho 
namo of oiir Lord' and 'Saviour^ 'Jesfis 
Christ.

sending out of this pioneer band of 
missionaries to this province, ho ex- 
pressed the hope that tho next fifty 
years would be quite as successful as 
the past fifty years had proved to be. 
(Applause.) 

Hon. Jlr. McBrlde, who had a very 
lioarty reception, said that ho con- 
sidered it to be moro than a privilege 
to have been afforded the opportunity 
to take some part in thi.s jubilee cele- 
bration. (Applause.) Ho was deeply 
impressed with the' extraordinary 
value of tho services, which had been 
rendered to . this province by the 
Methodist churofcCapplause). and hav- 
ing referred 'wi til' some warmth to tho 
strong feeling of loyalty to British In- 
st Itutlohstl^whlch had always charact- 
erized the ministers and members of 
tho Methodist church In British Co- 
lumbia, he expressed his strong hope 
that the history of Jlothodisni during

Messrs. Alex. Wilson and D. W. Hlg- 
gln;! having spoken briefly and recount- 
ed some Interesting reminiscences. 
Rev. Mr. Robson. 

Rev, Ebcnezer Robson, D.D., said 
that In the very first place he desired 
to thank in the most earnest fashion 
those kind friends who had assisted 
In playing a part in the duet which 
had ' happened at on' earlier stage ,of 
the evening. (Applause.) Ho had not 
received even tho slightest intimation 
of tills presentation, iiut he could as- 
sure them that the contents of this 
handsome buckskin purse would 'bo 
used as a sacred trust In the service 
of Him whom they all served. (Ap- 
idause,) Just ten years ago ho had 
joyfully participated in the celobna- 
tlon of the 'lOth anniversary, llttlo 
then expecting that he would llvo to 
SCO the 50th; but as matters stood ho 
felt encouraged to believe that their 
prayers being answered ho might yet 
share In the 75th anniversary. (Ap- 
plause.) As a son of a -staunch Scotch 
Presbyterian elder he thanked his old 
friend Aleck Wilson and the Premier 
for their very iclnd words, while 
moreover he took a genuine pride in 
this native born Premier of this 
great provlnco of British Columbia. 
(Applause.) Mr. 'D. AV. Hlgfilns was, 
however, the oldest acqualntanco that 



he had in 'the church, for they had 
first met in March, 1859, which was 
certalnl.v a long time ago. He had 
been asked to write a book, but this 
he simply could not do, while ho must 
confess that he could far moro easily 
make history than write it. But tlils 
celebration was not at ail a personal 
matter; . It. was far more, being the 
50th'/anhivorsary of .Methodism in the 
province,' ■which "was indeed a" great 
and wide subject, having reference to 
the labors and to tho successes of one 
of tho many branches ,of tlie church of 
Christ In this country. 

The man, who afterwards became Mr. 
Hlgglns father-in-law, had written tho 
letter which had unloclced this door 
and brought to those shores this first 
band of missionaries. This was tho 
first foreign mission of the Jfothodist 
church of -Eastern Canada, while fur- 
ther it was perhaps tho first mission 
outside of the Eastern provinces of 
any ,of the Evangelical churches. 
Neither tho Anglican church nor any 
of tho other Protestant denominations 
had as yet done anything In this 
direction in this field. 

Only one Protestant missionary was 
In British Columbia when they ar- 
rived, and he wag only two weeks 
ahead of them. 

The present Bishop Crldge was not 
a missionary at all, being the colonial 
chaplain of the colonial government O'f 
Vancouver Island and also Its super- 
intendent of education. Ho still well 
remembers tho beautiful text of tho 
sermon he had heard In Christ Church 
upon his first Sunday In Victoria and 
during tho day ho had called at tho 
residences of Bishop Cridge, of the 
Hon. Dr. Holmcken and of Senator 
Macdonald. Victoria's population at 
that time was not large consisting as 
It did of a comparatively .few whites, 
a good many Indians,' a few Kanakas, 
some 800 Blacks and a very few China* 
men; but nevertheless they wore ob- 
liged to face certain problema. JTho 
whites wore miners and traders and 
these were the people to whom they 
had been particularly sent. 

Ho remembered very well Rev. Dr. 
ISvans' first sermon, Its text "I am 
not ashanled of the Gospel of .Jesus 
Christ, and it-s power or Salvation to 
everyone - tliat bellovcth," and Its

'With a 
view to removing this, representations 
wero mado to the government to pro- 
•:\}r!> a srant of the lands, and In this 
connectFon the efforts of the board 
were actively' 'assisted by tlio Minister 
of' InlAnii ' Reveriuer*H0h.^ ■ .Wllllahi 
Tcmplemari. It 'fs t6 be )fegr6lftd'that 
thesis olTdrts were, for tho present, at 
any rate, not successful, but it'is not 
intended that'thoy should bo relaxed, 
and It Is hoped that eventually tho 
government will come to see tho ad- 
vlaableness, as well as the desirable- 
ness of making a grant of tho lands 
In question. •.

Thl.s 
doctor Is a specialist and dovotos his 
entire time to tho cnre and treatment 
of tho patients, and no additional 
cliarges arc mado for his services.

It will be 
noted that Individual subscriptions are 
generous, but It will also be noticed 
that the subscribers are very few In 
number as compared with the popu- 
l;itIon of tho province.

Experience tolls us that ac- 
tion and earnest canva.saers are all 
that are required to aclilcvo success. 

As may bo seen from tlio treasurer's 
report, the maintenance fund shows a 
dodolt of ?2,10G.35. Tho board regret 
to bo compelled to present such a 
showing. The only explanation is that 
tho public cannot have fully realized 
what Is being done nnd wiuit arc tlic 
dUllculties to bo faced.

Hospital for Advanced Consumptives 
Tho board regret to havo to report 
that no action has been taken to build 
a hospital for advanced cumsumptives.

Institution la. great , and' 
pressing. No doubt, enthualastlo sup-- 
porters would advocate ;tho immediate 
use of the $10,000 grant, which thaT

ELECTRICAL SMELTING . 

'Dr. Haari'el, of thci.Domlnlon depart- 
ment of mines, concerning wlioso in- 
vestigations into the electrical snielt- 
ing of iron ores, the Coloni.st has 
spoken on several occasions, is about 
to establish an cxporlhiontal plant for 
the purpose of utilizing peat as a fuel 
for tlie generation of electricity. 
Water power is preferred naturally, 
because.i^.otj;;^^^^^ cheapness. 
There seems to' be no' doutit whatever 
of the fenslbillty of the electrical 
process. Eight furnaces arc In opera- 
tion in Sweden, and each is an im- 
provement upon the others, the last 
one to bo erected being regarded as 
everything that is to be desired. 

This Is a matter of very great in- 
terest to the people of Vancouver 
Island. Lying between this city and 
Barltley Sound and on the route of the 
proposed railway between thosd' points, 
are i'mniense deposits of magnetic iron . 
ore of high grade. As we said a day 
or two ago in speaking of this part of 
the Island, there aro coal beds, the ex- 
tent of which seems to be great but 1s 
as yet unknown, not far from the ir 
and there Is a great available water 
power, at least such is our informa 
tion. The Nitinat river, which Is the 
outlet of Nitinat lake, flows between 
rocky walls said to bo 200 feet high. 
It Is of no service" to navigation, and 
the claim- is made that It could be 
dammed so as to secure any desired 
head of water and an immense storage 
basin. Jf this is correct, hero is a 
power capable of indefinite 'develop- 
ment, and it could be used in connec- 
tion with electric smelting or for any 
other purpose.

THE BUTE INLET ROUTE. 

'Wo print this morning an interest 
ing report of tho Committee cn Trade 
and Commerce„submltted.to tho Coun- 
cil of the Board of Trade yesterday 
upon certain questions sent out by the 
Department of Trade and Commerce. 
The wliole' report is interesting, but 
the part to wliich wo wlsli to make 
special reference Is that relating to 
the much-hoped-for railway connec 
tlon between Vancouver Island and the 
Mainland. We spoiio of this matter 
yesterday in cc-nnnction with the ac- 
tion of tile Citizens' League of Na- 
naimo, and then suggested to Jir. 
Templeman that he might advantage- 
ously consider If an ajiproprlation can- 
not be secured for a rc-cxamlnatlon 
of tho route surveyed by Marcus 
Sinltli, as far as it lies between the 
Summit and tide water. In speaking 
of the subject again today wo do so 
for the purpose of urging Mr. Ralph 
Smith torsive the same matter his at- 
tention. It is peculiarly appropriate 
for Mr. .Sm.ith to mcvo in it, because 
the revived interest In It arises out of 
action taken in his own constituency, 
We .'.know '^ that Mr. Smith appreciates 
tho .value Which such a railway would 
bo, no^ only to Vancouver Island but 
to the Mainland of British Columbia, 
and, indeed, the whole of Canada. If 
ho has not already brought it under 
tho attontlon of the government, ho 
■/ proba-bly!has;;not.jthought it timely to 
'db 'so. '' Wo V^ suggest to him 

that tho people of the Island aro ripe 
for action now. No matter what oth- 
er proposals for railway construction 
under government assistance may be 
carried out, the people of Vancouver 
I.Hland will hoycr- bo - satisfied until 
thf; connection referred to has been 
obtulned. Tho movement is not in 
any acn-io Iioatllo to tho proposal of 
tho Canadian Northern, as it was out- 
lined Ir; a general way by Mr. D. T>. 
Mann. No one In Victoria, and we 
are sure .no ono in Nanalmo.ifdcalrcs,

It anything 
else had been oven dimly probable, tho 
King would never have gone to Ber- 
lin. As only the expected has hap- 
pened there does not seem to be much 
to comment upon.' .. Nevertheless a 
friendly meeting of the "klnf 'referred 
to can hardly fall to incline' thie people 
of both countries to think- of each oth- 
er more favorably. If there had been 
any overflow of affection on tho part 
of the Berlin papers, we, shduld^- have 
looked upon it as worth very little. A 
section of tho English press has been 
creating an impression In England 
that It is necessary to arm to the teeth 
against a German Invasion. How much 
of this agitation is duo to real alarm 
and how much to politics, we need not 
discuss. The slmjjle fact that there 
h.-is been such an agitation Is calcu- 
lated to irritate Germany, and wo are 
not surprised that the Berlin newspa- 
pers have not hung their offices with 
olive branches.

Next - to Slr^Rbbert- Hart, probably 
tho most distinguished servant of tho i 
Chinese government in tho customs 
service was Sir John M'Leavy Brown, 
C.M.G., who has been addressing tho 
(.'liina .Society in London. Sir John 
left Queon'.s College, Belfast, and went 
to China in ISCl, the year of the coup 
d'etut, in virtue of which the late 
i'Jiiiijri'ss Dowager seized on supremo 
power as "Regent." If he did not 
reach tho highest posts In tlic Chinese 
service it was because, after acting as 
secretary to tlie first Chinese mission 
to Europe and as Chinese secretary 
to the Legation at Pekln, Sir John 
was sent . to Korea, where he became 
head of the. customs and '^comptroller 
of finances to the Kbroah gbvernment. 
Sir John told his audience at tho 
China society that, starting from what 
seemed hopeless embarrassment, he 
was able to liand over $1,000,000 which 
he luid saved. He would not allow 
them to use It, ho went on to say, be- 
cause thorn was no good use for it; 
but lie was afraid it had gone since. 
Ho liad impressed on the Koreans tlio 
i'xami)les of Denmark, Holland and 
Switzerland, wliich wero small states, 
but powerful, because they did not 
got into debt and kept their contracts; 
but his words were not listened to 
very atten lively.' ^.^yery .Interesting in 
viow of; hls'c^iniqui^/JcJio'wledBO was Sir 
John's forecas't'Vf the" future of Korea. 
He. said that the changes ho had wit- 
nessed in that country were even 
greater than oU jie had seen in China, 
and tho country had its railways, tele- 
graphs and newspapcr.s. He could not 
but regret that it had lost its Inde- 
pendence, ' but now tho sooner Korea 
became a part of Japan the better for 
tho Koreans. Besides his English de- 
grees and orders. Sir John M'Leavy 
Brown holds the Flrat-class of the Or- 
der of tho Sacred Treasure of Japan 
and the First-class of tho Order of the 
Tai Kuk of Korea. Two other Ulster- 
men of the rlghest; distinction are still 
left in China. Sir John Newell Jordar^, 
K.C.M.G., who left 'Queen's College for 
China in 187G, and who now occupies 
the position of H.B.M. Envoy Extra- 
ordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
to Peking. Ho also knows Korea, hav- 
ing been Consul-General there, and, 
at a very critical period, H.B.M. Min- 
ister Resident at Seoul. Lady Jordan 
Is a daughter of tho late Dr. Cromie, 
of Clough, County Down. Sir Robert 
13rcdon, K.C.M.G., acting Inspector- 
Gbneral of Chinese Customs In the ab- 
sence of Sir Roliert Hart, fUtliough not 
exactly a Bclfastman, was born in 
Portadown and educated at Dungan- 
non Royal School. He is decorated 
with tho Double Dragon of China and 
the Sacred Treasure of Japan.

Member For Nanaimo Told the 
House That B, C, Courts 
Were "Rotten" 



Yesterday was private menbors' day 
In the legislature, and the proceedings 
were for the most part the considera- 
tion of bills, public and private, In- 
troduced by the ranlv and file. The 
Interest of the sltthij^ centered for the 
most part on the debate on tlio bill 
brought In by Mr. lirewater (Alberal) 
to frustrate the schenicH of ];eji!iile.ss 
and unscrupulous foreign minu- 
operators, who depart witliout iiaying 
wages when a claim "pegs out." Tills 
1)111, us did tliat introduced by Mr. I\lc- 
Innls (Grand Forks) for the purpose 
of widening Uie scope oL' tho eight- 
hour law as affecting miners, led to 
some wtirm controversy. Both meas- 
;ures Wero io^t on the second reading. 
y' The feature of tho debate was the 
'dtack made by Mr, Hawthornthwaltc 
'(Nanaimo) on the courtsiol the pro- 
vince, which he characterised na "rot- 
ten." ■ Tho Speaker reprimanded tlie 
mombor for Nanaimo for his language, 
and Jlr. llawthornthwalto defended his 
adjective warndy, declaring that It was 
a good word, and one that should be 
used more frequently to describe some 
of the institutions of tho i)rovlnce. 

Mr. Brewster'.s measure wtis sup- 
ported by the Oppo.sltlon, led by Mr. 
Macdonald (Rosslimd). Tho leader 
1 of tiie Socialists disagreed with the 
terms of the bill, but supported it for 
second reading. leaving his proposed 
lunendments for committee. 

Tho Grand Trunk Pacllic bill came 
up for second reading, but debate was 
adjourned at the reiiue.st of Jlr. Oliver 
(Delta) wlio wanted tiniu to have a, 
i;ood look at the blueprints of tlie 
I'rlnce Rupert townsite. 

Tho I^latliead Hallway bill was pa.s- 
, liud, as was the Attornoy-Generars 
' bills to amend tho Arbitration act and 
the Magistrates' act. 

The Eight Hour Law 
When the House resumed the ad- 
journed debate on Mr. Mclnnis' bill to 
. amend the Inspection of iMetalliferou.s 
Mines act, tho Premier said that ho 
. had asked for adjournment in order to 
• .look into the situation, and to bo ablo 
to advise the House with all the avail- 
able data to hand. His position was 
entirely without bias for either tho 
■mine operator or the mine worker. 
Ho recalled that the passing of tho 
Eight Hour Day law, which measure 
■ho had supported, had boon followed 
for several years by considerable 
trouble in tho Kootenays. This was 
attributed by many to tho legislation 
referred to. Tills trouble had now dis- 
appeared, and tho Eight Hour law was 
.'operating very successfully; 
'; ; "Mjr honorable friend from Grand 
flj'orksl who. now takes his scat in tho 
House for the third time, has suddenly 
discovered , that it Is his duty to en- 
.large. the scope of thfl Law to cover 
aninors who work on the surface," re- 
imarked the Premier. "I conclude that 
he has in mind tho men' vVho work in 
the so-called 'glory holes.' The enact- 
jnent, of this would affect a large-num- 
Sier of men '-working in tho Kootcnay 
inines. These ^glory hoje'. .workora ; are 
not necessarily expert miners. . L' am 
quite' satisfied that there has been no 
very specific or emphatic demand 
made upon tho , member for Grand 
Forks for this legislation. In my ex- 
perience as minister of mines I do not 
recall one inatanco where there 'vvas 
a specific demand made upon tho de- 
partment for such a Ifiw, and I sup- 
pose that tho member for Grand 
Forks a.ssumes the responsibility for 
the matter." 

The Premier adduced two argu- 
ments against tlie bill. First, there 
was no general demand throughout tho 
province for the bill. In the second 
place, it was not necessary for the 
physical protection of any large num- 
ber of men. Tho Socialists, lie said, 
would like to have tlio eight hour law 
applicable to all phases of industry, 
which would greatly retard industry in 
•tho province. Particularly with tho 
mining Industry would It prove a 
drawback and that Industry needed 
encouragement, owing to the great 
. drop' In the price • of copper, among 
other things.- It was necessary for tho 
' government to move slowly, 
'v, ' A Socialist Attack 

Mr. llawthornthwalto (Nanaimo) fol- 
lowed the Premier, and there ensued a 
bitter attack on the mining policy of 
the administration. 

"I havo sat in this House a number 
of years," declared the Socialist leader, 
"and time and again have lienrd labor 
hills- attaclted. There is never any 
variation in the reasons assigned for 
the opposition. It Is always 'the con- 
,dItion of the market.' The Premier 
asked for tlmb to Investigate this mat- 
ter. I venture to sa'y. that. he confined 
his Investigations solely; -toi.lthe capltal- 
ifSts. Indeed, I challenge "hi-m to give 
iri^, the','name of one working man In 
the districts of which he speaks." 
^ Here the Premier arose, and ex- 
plained that In seeking advice on tlio 
bill he' had gone to neither operator 
nor mine-worker, but to the ofllclals 
of his own department. 

This statement still further aroused 
tho ire of Mr. Hawthornthwalto. The 
department of mines was, ho said. 
Buffering from "dry rot." The pro- 
posed civil service pension 1)111 wna 
welcome, as It would rid tho buildings 
of some of those odlclals. It was true 
that there had been a fall In tho prico 
of copper, hut even at that 
tho Granby .Smelter was earning 
JGO,000 a month. What must tho pro- 
fits have boon when copper stood at 
21) cents instead of 1.1? 

Tho Premier had stated that there 
had been no general demand on tho 
part of the working .nion of the pro- 
vince for a reduction of the hours of 
cixploitatlon. Ho could not expect, In 
view of tho attitude he liad so often 
taken In the House on labor questions, 
that these appeals would be made to 
him, or to other gentlemen who Bhared 
his "prehistoric views." 

Again tho Premier Interrupted, this 
time to slate that almost eveVy month 
he had labor delegations to see him. 
' Mr.r Havvthomthwalte admitted that 
as a matter of form such delegations 
Borh'etlmes'called' on the Premier after 
they ' had consulted their represen- 
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tatlves in the House. -He said that all 
tho'trouble arising from the eight hour 
day law In the Kootonays originated 

with the;, mine-operators, the., real 

anarchists , of the province,- ' .whe ' 're'- 
fuacd to 'lobey tlie. laws; i Since .'that 
time there had.beenif&wJabox'^troublo^ 
In British C.6luftibja:feTlt"e:Kwdr»Inpr^^ 
men were dltSctlhgVE their energies 
towards political JhetHodfl, "as thoy did 
In all clvillzed.i'c6^nttl'es;;'?'lf political 
old was refused 'theylwould go back 
to trade union methods, methods oi:

Th« Courts Criticized 
"Why was. the 'glory hole' ostabllah- 
edfcln?.? British {ColuWlila?'.' ^demanded 
Mr.'HawthdrnthwaIte;' "It was merely 
an attempt on the part of the mine- 
operators to defeat tho eight hour 
law. The vast majority of accidents 
in metalliferous mines occur in tlieao 
'glory holes.' There is not a niaa 
working In one of them who is not in 
hourly danger of Ids life. Tho opera- 
tors are a little more careful since tlio 
passing of the Workmen's Compensa- 
tion act. but now they fall back on 
their other staff, tho courts of tho 
province, whlcli are absolutely rotten." 

At this stage the Speaker Inter- 
vened. Ho said that the honorable 
gentleman's language was unt>arlla- 
mentary, and could not be tolerated in 
tlio House. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaltc, however, went 
right on. As long as tho courts were 
what thoy are, he declared, ho would 
criticise them. 

"I merely called them rotten," he ex- 
plained. "This is not swearing. It Is 
not unchristian. It Is a word that 
should be more frequently used in 
speaking of the institutions of this 
province." 

He went on to 'say that the pro- 
vince was getting to bo full of crlp- 
ples.'out of all proportion to the popu- 
lation, and It was time some effort 
was made to protect the mine worker. 

The bill was put to the vote on 
Kecond reading, and lost, 14 to 23. 
Tho division was as follows:

Mine -VVorkeps' Wages 
The 'bUUintrodueed by Mr. Brewster 
(AlfiernI>'j.,itor tho protection of mino 
workers'-i'employed by foreign or irre- 
sponsible prospectors, came up for de- 
))ato on second reading. This was 
another measure-on which debate had 
boon adjourned by request of the gov- 
ernment. 

'J'lie attoriioy-goncral said that at 
tho close of tho last session tho 
Premier had proniisod that during tho 
recess he would look into this .matter. 
T'ho government had not seen its way 
clear to bring in a bill or to support 
this one. There was a great deal to 
1)0 said on the side of the mine worker, 
but it was not to be expected that lie 
should be placed in a better position 
than any other class. This snrt oC 
legislation could be carried to ex- 
tremes. Tho bill asked that tho mine 
operator should post up a certificate 
at tho works to the effect that ho had 
on deposit In a bank enougli money to 
pay wages for two months. 

"Even the ordinary servant in v. 
house might ask for a similar law," 
.suggested tho attorney-general. "Your 
cook could ask that a certificate bo 
posted up to the effect thaj;, yqux had 
enough In the hank to pajh,; bfe'r. her 
next month's wages.. -iFor. another 
thlng,.,,the , banks,; are ' retloerit on . these 
matters. i'/My^theyJ^-wero.rio^ P Up a 
statement of their depositors' iwjooun ts, 
other creditors would ■ get the advan- 
tage of It, and the miners would still 
lose .out." ^ 

The attorney.-general. drew attention 
to another/ point* In' the* act ,,It/;.could 
only be enforced by prosecution." A 
line was to be Imposed, and In default 
of payment, the debtor was to toe Im- 
prisoned; This was in effect a .re- 
vlvW Of i imprisonment for debt. 

The -lieaderrof the Opposition, who 
followed,' 'sald"^ that Mr. Bowser had 
evidently misconceived the application 
of tho bill when he said that it was 
meant to cover matters not covered by 
the Mechanics' Lien act. It was in- 
tended for that class of operator who 
does not own a mine, has no money, 
and trades on the credulity of the 
working men. He takes the chance of 
success, and they take all tho risk. A 
solution of tho existing evil wna to be 
found In the bill, and Its defects could 
bo weeded out in committee. 

The bill did not Imply Imprisonment 
(or debt, but imprisonment for tho 
non-payment of a line for breaking tho 
law of the land, as was to bo found 
in a score of acts. 

Tho Premier's Criticism 
Tho premier stated that he, with tho 
aid of tho then attorney-general, had 
tried several years ago to find a so- 
lution to the puzzle but without suc- 
cess. If the present bill passed, lie did 
not sec any reason why it sliould not 
bo e.xtendod to every phase of indus- 
try, lumbering, farming and so on. 

The enforcement of suoli an act 
would be imiiosslble in the northern 
districts. Moreover, if tho history of 
mining in British Columbia were writ- 
ton, we would llnd that a large num- 
ber of our most prominent men had 
started out with nothing. 

Mr. iVIcInnis (Grand Forks) sugges- 
ted that If tho present -bill were not 
Iiractlcable, a bi-monthly payday would 
help the situation, as then the miner 
would not .stand to lose so much. 

Mr. Oliver (Delta) said that when a 
serious grievance existed, as In tho 
present casei,.It..waq, tho..,duty of the 
govornment. to devise' £Lir'em6dy. Tho 
premier had' ; promised Ta.'liremedy, but 
had failed of carryln^c out his pro- 
mise. Miners were In a category by 
themselves, MUImen, lumbermen, 
and the rest could be realized upon, 
but there was nothing to be realized 
from a worthless hole 'in the ground. 
The government, 'before, accepting a. 
tender insisted on the'tonderer having 
a bank account, and why ' should not 
tho same rule .apply to a miner? 

"If the government has not tho abil- 
ity to grapplo with this question," re- 
marked Mr. Oliver, "let them resign 
and let In people who have." 

Mr. Bowser: "Would the hon. mem- 
ber accept a similar amendment with 
regard to farm laborers?" 

Mr. Oliver: "Yes. Agricultural la- 
borers have tho crops for their se- 
curity, and they can oven take tho 
stool from under the milkmaid as she 
milks tho cow." 

Tho member for Delta urged that 
tho bill bo allowed to pass second 
reading, and then, if necessary, tho 
clause about certlflcates could bo put 
up to tho department of mines. 
Mr. Hawthornthwaito Again 
,Tho member ',for Nanaimo made a 
fierce onslaught on tho bill as it stood, 
While declaring, that ho intended to 
vote for its second reading In order 
that It might bo amended In commit- 
tee. J

liiiwever, -Mr. Hawtliornthwaite de- 
cided iliat a bin brought down with 
good intention should be given a 
chance, and so ho would vote for Sec- 
ond reading. 

7. Tho clause relating to the bank 
deijoslt meant that tlie the ordinary 
pr.i.speetor could not develop a claim 
at ail. 

Mr. Brewster explained that the bill 
did not Interfere at all with an owner, 
but only with the man who takes a 
louse on bond on a mining jiroperty. 

The member for Nanaimo said tluit 
this only made the matter worse. Also, 
tho clause allowing the miner to ro- 
llnciulsh his rights under the act meant 
that no minor could obtain work until 
ho had signed sucli release. This 
walu'er clause stamped the bill as a 
humbug. In conclusion ho stated that 
Brillsli Columbia had tho instrument 
of torture known as the "black list," 
and any miner who stood up for his 
rights was driven from the. province. 

The bill on its second reading was 
vcted down, 13 to 22. The division 
was as follows:

Grand Trunk Pacific Bill 

Iii moving a second reading of the 
Gmnd ^Trunk ' P.T;cinc biU,.the §Iinister 
of Ijajiu's iy viewed tho agreement made 
between tho. Government and tlio rail- 
way regarding the Prince Rupert 
townsite, and produced a largo blue- 
print of tho land in question with the 
various holdings marked. Mr. Oliver 
(Delta) moved that the debhto bo ad- 
journed until today In order to allow 
the Opposition members to study this 
map. A 

Mr. Taylor's bill to amend tho High- 
way Trafllc Regulation bill was read a 
second time. It provides that no 
wagon or vehicle carrying a load of^ 
more than two thousand pounds shall 
be drawn over any public lilghway un- 
unloss the tires of sucli vehicle be at 
least four inches in widtli. It also 
provides that logs or timber shall not 
be dragged over a public highway. 
Mr. Taylor stated that this regulation 
.already applies west of the Cascades, 
and the Intention of the bill is to make 
It apply east of tho Cascades as well. 
Provincial Elections Act 

Tlie Provincial Elections Act, which 
Is now before the committee, seems 
likely to have some fairly drastic 
amendnienta before it reaches Its final 
stages. Tho Leader of the Opposition 
suggested that the time stated In tho 
bill to elapse between the closing of 
the lists and tho sitting of tho cou|;t 
of revision was loo short. Ho wished 
the bill to bo amended, so that the lists 
shall close the first Mond.ay In April 
and October, instead of tho second 
Monday in these months. 

Ho also suggested that a clause be 
added Instructing the registrar of 
voters to wipe off names from the list 
for tlie following reasons: death, hav- 
ing ceased for a year to reside in tho 
district; lack of qiialification to vote; 
di.'icovery tliat the voter was not qual- 
ilied wlien Ids name was placed on the 
list. 

Tlio Attorney-General suggested that 
Mr. Jlacdonald should have these 
amendments jilacod on the order sheet, 
and tho conimittno rose. — 

Tho Jlinl.stor of Agriculture Intro- 
duced a bill for an act to regulate tho 
sale of certnin poisonous substances to 
he used exclusively In iigriouUure nnd 
horticulture. This, he explained, was in 
order to facilitate tho obtaining otf 
chemicals for spraying fruit trees. The 
bill passed first rending. 

Mr. Mclnnis asked the Hon. the Min- 
ister of Mines the following questions:

Chinese Consulate 
Ottawa, Feb. 10— It I9 learned that 
tho Dominion government's wishes 
wore consulted some time ago in con- 
nection with tho establishment of a 
Chinese consulate in Canada, and the 
government expressed perfect willing, 
ness for such establishment.

The delegation 'yesterday was a

The light against tho charter asked 
for 'by the Shuswap and Thompson 
River Boom Company In the private 
bills committee reached an acute atiigo 
yesterday morning, and it would nov/ 
appear as if the appllcant.s wore ask- 
ing for monopolistic rights of tho most 
far reaching character. Virtual con- 
trol of the timber resources of -the en- 
tire Thompson River watershed are in- 
volved. This means an area of nearly 
.30,000 square miles with at least six 
billion feet of merchantable lumber, 
about half of which still belongs to 
tho province. Another fact developed 
during the hearing, and this was that 
a very large proportion of tho throe 
billion feet in private hands belongs 
to lumbermen from;MlpneapQlla,,vJ3ne 
company alone ;^aiB;|skld|tdffcoiitrdl ; 
over 800 square -MlesiioC^tliribWllhVthe ■ 
province, of wHIch'^s6moji280j?Bquare • 
jnllea are in thofdistrratSIndiciifedvi -^^^ i 
It will be' remembered? th'attthe;;iap- 
plicantsj have already • gpt .; ahl^^ ■■ 
charter, 'which?, gives; iithem-jiexclusiv^ 
booniing ifT)rlvllegesti in;iwthe;^'iN^ 
Thompson and other naVigatile rivers, i 
about 400 miles' altogether,'! and. now- 
they are asking the proyihclal jjarlla- 
mont to give them.Vsiuiil.Rip control over 
all tho streniihs i!?;'lri-,.,th'at . waterslied, 
variously estlma-ted In number as from 
300 to 500. Many of these crocks have 
Immense quentltles of valuable stand- 
ing timber along their banks, some of 
which Is in private hands and some 
under reserve by tho province. 

The application Is being handled by 
Goo. S. McCarter, of Revelstoke, .and 
many arguments were adduced In favor 
of the charter. It was s.ald that a big 
company with good financial backing 
could afford to clear out tho streams 
and put In the necessary dams and 
otlier necessary vi^orks more cheaply 
and to better advantage that the in- 
dividual operator, and that tho timber 
holdings of all concerned would bo en- 
hanced In value thereby. This seems, 
in theory, unanswerable, but yester- 
day It was pointed out that it was not 
likely to so work out in^ practice, and 
Instances were given from American 
cxijerlenco. 

Jas. A. Shields said that such a 
company would have it in its power 
to so harass operators to whom It was 
unfriendly, or whose holdings it was 
desirous of acquiring that it, or its 
backers, would eventually bo able to 
take their pick of tho timber at prac- 
tically their-own price. He referred to 
a Minneapolis boom company v,'hlch 
had absorbed a number of its competi- 
tors. Ono result of this was that 
other companies, knowing what can be 
done along this line, would rcfuBe to 
purchase timber controlled in this 
way. This would leave the Interests 
controlling the boon). company the sole 
possible purchaser. ' 

This picture thus presented to the 
committee was . rather a portentous 
one, andiwas pointed by tho sta.tement 
of A. Bauman, of the Thompson River 
Lumber Company, of Kamloops, to the 
effect, that wiiilo tho popular sentiment 
In that, city was strongly opposed to 
the bill; yet the mill companies were 
so strong in tlic .town that many were 
afraid of coming out to' make a fight 
"There ■ l.s n. club hold over Kani- 
loops," said Mr. Bauman, and he went 
on to read ar. Intorviev,' v.'lth Mr. Lacii- 
mann, one of the applicants, In a Kam- 
loops paper, which intimated that his 
company would est.abllah a sash and 
door factory In Kamloops it tlio char- 
tor were granted, but not otherwise. 
Altogether It would seem possible that 
In tho not far distant future a half 
dozen of stout, elderly gentlemen of 
.Minne.npolln msiy bo able to dictate 
conditions of life and buainos.H InKcm- 
loops and throughout the' largo and 
rich territory drained by tho 'Thomp- 
.'lon river and its tributaries. 

In his evidence yoatorday Mr. 
Shields v,-cnt over tlio situation and 
nhowed how the various milLs already 
there had got leave to Improve the 
Htreams they were operating under tho 
Rivers and Streams Act. The boom 
company already liad Its charter from 
the Dominion over the navigable 
streams, and the crocks should be loft 
alone to bo talton up ono at a time 
when required under tho act mention- 
ed. Ho pointed out that some of tho 
applicants had no holdings which 
could bo benefitted by tlie charter, so, 
It was professed that tho boom 
company would not bo a money mak- 
ing concern, there must bo another 
motive for the appjlcation. 

To be economically operated It was 
advisable to have one's limits close to- 
gether, the result being that in any one 
creek most of tho timber tended to be 
In tho hands of .a single company. In 
p.uch a case it was obviously proper 
for that company to have tho right to 
Iniprovo the creek and run Its logs 
Itself, instead of being obiigod to pay 
a toll to an outsider. This was tlio 
practice now being followed, but tho 
applicants wanted to put an end to 
this and have '^liQ 'exclusive right of 
working the, (Sreeks.' throughout this 
enormous .andvylmmehaely . rich area, 

So fattt;as:!he.i..pera6rialiy.. was con- 
cerned" his niill.rwas , so' situated that 
nil he. wanted was a clear river. The 
applicants' undertakings, were . merely 
obstructions to his business, and If 
the charter were granted, iie.rjwpuld. bo 
obliged to . sacrifice, an investment in 
which he had sunk J200,000."of .his own 
money, and sell out. for what. ho could 
get. For. him. it was a case of busi- 
ness life or death, .. ; 

Mr. Shields had not flnlshed his evi- 
dence ifhen the' committee rose, and 
tho hearing will be concluded this 
morning.

Tho attention is dis- 
tracted by a hundred trifles and al- 
though tho whole evening may have 
been spent In coining lessons per- 
haps not one hour's real work has 
been done. There l.s no habit which a 
boy or girl can acquire more valuable 
in after years than that of being able 
to concentrate tho attention on tho 
the work in hand. More work can bo 
done In one hour where every faculty 
Is engaged In study than in five hours 
of Interrupted and desultory v.-ork. 

This Is perhaps, tho chief reason 
why self made men have been so suc- 
cessful. Their time for study Is short 
and they concentrate their attention 
to tho exclusion of every other irit^rr- 
est. The teacher who is successful in 
training his pupils to keep their at- 
tention fixed upon tlieir work does 
more for their future success than ho 
who is able to fill their ininds witli 
facts no mattor how valuable. All 
this takes time. It Is much easier to 
give instruction than to show the 
child liow to acquire knowledge for 
himself. And meantime examinations 
are coming on. This Is one way In 
which many mothers can give valu- 
able assistance to their children. But 
tlie work requires more tlmo and pa- 
tience and self denial than the ma- 
jority of us possess.

must 'f reshlyajioll; :fc8T^ever;;use water 
that Has" been 'bolllh#'-d6fno time. Many 
a pot of tea is ruined by the fact that 
the water in the kettle is made to last 
an hour or more and is drawn upon 
during that time to replenish the tea- 
pot. 

Take tho greatest possible pains to 
see that the tea you arc serving Is hot 
and fresh.

The in- 
gredients must blend, and well blended 
oa l.s achieved by jiourlng tho scalding 
not liquid on tho cream and sugar. 
Taken the other way, with the cream 
dabbed in at tho end, tho iierfeot 
flavor Is destroyed.

Oral Composition 

Training in oral expression Is bo- 
glning to be felt a necessity. Pupils 
should bo taught to express them- 
selves standing on their feet. Usually 
wh.at they havo to say Is an intermin- 
able succession of ands and era, on 
whicli a few ideas are strung, with 
long, irregular spacings, painful to 
others as well as themselves, or elso 
It is almost as Impossible to extract 
anything more thanjj a .i.yes or no as 
their eye teeth. . -.'■> «.;': 

This condition can b& remedied by 
patience. 

'it Is a good plan to set aside one 
recitation a week for each member 
of the class to give a short i talic of 
four minutes on any topic "of general 
or special interest. It is well to sot a 
time limit so that unimportant details 
may be crowded out and tho child be 
taught to seize the salient points. Ho 
may bo permitted to use notes at Ilrst 
in order to gain assurance. If tho class 
Is too large, divide It Into two sec- 
tions, and one can speak every other 
Tliursday, or whatever day is conven- 
ient. 

They get to expect It and plan for 
it and hunt up interesting subjects 
for talks days ahead. Nearly always 
they realize tho importance of tho ex- 
orcise and desire to excel In It so they 
nmy bo able to get up In lodge when 
they are men and address their follows 
in club, like their mothers, and 
give talks. They will tell you their 
fathers and mothers think it a good 
plan and encourage them In the work. 

Certain days might be set for each 
one to talk on poems, other days for 
pictures, items of current history, 
mythological stories, ntc., or else this 
exercise may he made to correlate 
more closely with their studios, his- 
tory, literature, etc. The teacher might 
write certain topics on -slips of paper'

So ho may 
surrender himself to the will of the 
teacher and be led up to the light 
where he can even "see •some jsense'* 
in the written work. 

The style should be simple and 
straightforward,: the enunciation clear 
and sufficiently loud, and the standing 
position should be easy, and as far as 
possible, graceful. 

Pride enough to desire to hold the 
attention of the class and not be con- 
sidered a bore. Is a brace. 

The teacher must always be greatly 
interested in what each has to say 
if the thing is to be a success and must 
support the timid by the expression of 
sympathy that in the majority of 
cases Is a veritable life line thrown 
out in a stormy sea. 

Impress upon them the following 
facts: 

A blundering tongue does more harm 
than a malicious heart. An insight 
into words gives power and ease. A 
mastery of English gives us an abil- 
ity to look after ourselves so that 
others may not get the better of us. 
Tho difference between the boor and 
the gentleman is largely a matter of 
words.

adopt this system, to the excliislon of 
all others, it is Impossible to perfect tiio i 
scheme, or even, without general co-op- 
eration, to find out its weak spots and 
rectify them. However, owing to tho 
most commendable patience and perse- 
vei-:ince of the little band of voluntary 
workers called liandlcap managers, tlie 
L. G. U. system has made enormous 
prosress In 190S; and there Is . every 
hope that before the end of 1909 tho 
whole of the clubs •affiliated to the 
union (2,'iS in number) will liave adopted 
this sy.stem, and be working together 
unanimously and successfully. 

Another branch of ladies' golf which 
has had a most prosperous year Is tho 
i;;,uPlayers liave yet 
vespeCfal department 
t the steady, guiding 
rm touch at tho wheel, 
of Miss M. E. Phillips. It Is no easy 
matter to give satisfaction to all those 
who are personally Interested in county 
golf; and by reason, of this connection 
with the mother union the duties are by 
no means lightened, nor Is the need for 
tact diminished. Yet all lady golfers 
are unanimous In their approval of the 
n.anagcmenl of tlie association, and It 
is decidedly tho most popular form of 
ladies' golf in En;^Iand. This year tho 
finals took place, by the courtesy of tho 
Wallasey club, on their links, tho di- 
visional survivors being Sussex (soutii- 
enst). Somerset (southwest), Worccster- 
filiire (midlands), and l..ancashlro 
(nortli). After a most exciting finish 
Lancashire snatched the championship 
'ay defeating Sussex on Individual points, 
on matches tho two sides were equal. — 
London Times. 

Soflnltlon of Amateor. 
"An amateur golfer shall bo a golfer 
who has never made for sale any golf 
cluljs, balls, or any otlior article con 
nocted with tho game; who lias never 
carried clubs for hire after attaining 
the age of 15 years, and who has not 
carried clubs for hire at any time with- 
in six years of the date on which tho 
competition begins in each year: who 
has never received any consideration for 
playing in a match, or for giving le.'i- 
sons in tlio game, and who for a period 
of five yciii's prior to tho first of .?op- 
tcinbcr, 18S6, has never received a money 
pri-/o in any open competition." 

This Is the definition which regulates 
tlie entries for tho Amateur Champlon- 
ship, and as to which there has recently 
been a consideiablo controversy, Initl- 
atod by a weli-l<nown and respected 
professional, who drew attention to tho 
procoedlngfj of cert.-iln amateurs which, 
ho declares, arc calculated to talce the 
''Droad outiof-itho mouths of tho profes- 
sionals; -VTheso'. proceedings are as dif- 
ferent fr6m one another as tlioy can 
possibly be. In tlio first case, it is al- 
leged that there are to bo found In 
golf clubs members who, being enabled 
in tho course of their business to buy 
golf balls wholesale, , at. ajilow.-.rate, re- 
tail them to their felloyShiom'Sfers dt a 
price w-hlch yields thorn a substantial 
profit, while at tho same tlmo they nro 
underselling thoir club professional, who 
cannot buy at a price which onablca him 
to compete with them. Anything moro 
discreditable,: it' is dlffloult to conceive. 
A member, of i atiyi Clubs-vvho should so 
sell cigars In the club to his fellow- 
members would receive tho very sliort 
shrift from the committee, and there 
seems little distinction to be drawn 'dc- 
twoen tho two Instimce.';. A person who 
sells golf ballii in this manner is by tho 
dotinltion an amateur, since 'iPhe)''?' has 
never "made for sale." any gOlf 'balls; 
but there is one excellent reason' why 
ho should never enter for the Amateur

This is tho ' first 
steamer fixed, for the North ' China 
tifado for -some. time. 

Added to-rthe steamer Rygja, whoso 
ohalrter atiTthe rate of $45,000 per 
nlonth, was..'announced yesterday, are 
tbrtee oth'or j Norwegian vessels, tho 
SOlJa, Hercules and Henrlk Ibsen, all 
of which have been taken on time for 
thrco years at appro.ximately tho samo 
rate by tho Paclllc Mall Steamship 
company to run between Portland and 
the far east Instead of tho German 
steamers Arabia, Alcsin, NIcomedIa, 
and Numantia which are being oper- 
ated In tho Portland and Asiatic ser- 
vice. The Norwegian steamers -wlU 
be delivered to tho Pacific Mall as soon 
as thoy have completed the voyages 
on which thoy aro now engaged. 
Prior to tho German steamers being 
used tho Indravolll, Indrapura and In- 
drasamha of tho T. B. Roydon & Co., 
were used In this service. Tho char- 
ter of tho Norwegian steamers Indi- 
cates the growth of the competition of 
tho flag in the Pacific. The rate at 
which they havo been fixed is about 
3 shillings deadweight. This rate is 
higher than prevailing prices, but on 
a long time charter it Is a low figure. 
Recently, vessels havo boon taken at 
as low as 2 shillings, pence, dead- 
weight, but shipping men regard the 
charters , of ^.the, Norwegians as excep- 
tionally reasoiiablb considering that 
within three, years freights are likely 
to take a considerable aavanco.
